Japanese waters, : 

Mr. Solomon is an olectrical engineer by pro- 
fossion, but has for somo yoars takon a keon and 
practical interest in the goientific development 
of tho poarl oyster, In the course of his. quest 
for information ' with view to patting tuto 
prastica a bold snd daring scheme for 001- 
eerting the life of the pearl-producing 
oyater, Mr. Solomon was brought — into 
communication wilh Mr. William, Morey, 
the veteran Consul of tha United 
States in Colombo, and, through him, into 
cortespondancs with a late official of the Coylon 
Government, who ia now prominently connected 
with the Coylou Company of Pearl Fishors, Lt., 
and, chiefly on the advice of this gentleman, ha 
was inducod to go to Coylon and commence 
operations, It is important to baar in mind 
thet these negotiations commenced before the 
Ceylon Goverument p rted with its fisheries to’ 
a private company. Matters wero ina tranai- 
tional state but thia ao fae from having ony 
effoot.in the way of suspending the negotintions, 
was actually used a8 an argamont io favour of 
facilitating tho arrangemuts whoraby Coylon 
was“shosen a3 the frat v-na9 for these world- 
embracing operations, which, if su:cessfal, 
wore to be extended 1» other poarl produciug 
countries, : ‘ 

With that object. in view Mr. Solomon 
applied for patents for his prooass and. certain 
machivery and appiratus employed in the 
procesz and wecured after the ustal delays full 
protection for his ides, not ooly as faras’Coylon 
is concerned, bat im all other pnarl-prodacing 
countries as well. Mr, Solomon was led clearly 
to understand from the start tha! the ohauge in 
tho conditions under which the Ceylon pearl 
fisheries would in future be conducted would in 
no way be prajidicial to the op-rations of his 
syndicate, that no alteration in the mothod of 

disposing of the fished oysters was likely to be 
adopted and that thore was greater likelihood of
